In the last issue of our live daily 
, papers appeared an article address­ 
e d 
to 
the 
business 
men 
of 
/ Bryan 
relative 
lo 
the 
loca­ 
tion of The Texas W oman’s Bap­ 
t is t College at Bryan, by F. M, 
Law, Jr., which we endorse in 
toto. 
He shows the importance of 
the school and the great opportu­ 
nity that will present itself in a 
few’ days to the people to secure it. 
Now, there are two questions that 
present themselves when this mat­ 
ter comes up for consideration. 
First, the financial feature, and 
second, the educational feature; 
but.for lack of space we will only 
mention the financial side at this 
time. 
As most of us are inclined to con­ 
sider the financial questions of 
most importance, let us take an in­ 
ventory of Bryan’s assets in this 
regard and put a value on them if 
we can. 
We do not undertake to 
be precise as to figures, but seek 
conservatism in our estimates and 
to be within rather than 
over 
bounds. 
The A. a: ti M. College receives 
from three sou roc-, state, federal 
and Hatch funds, two hundred 
thousand dollars every two years, 
and has an annual enrollment of 
400 students. These students spend 
on an average thirty-five dollars 
; per month, including board, tu­ 
itio n , incidentals, etc., making in 


I round figures $14,000 per month; 
for nine months, $126,000. and for 
two years, $252,000 spent by the 
students. 
Now, this leaves out all 
the families, the help, the products 
of the farm r e s id e s the profits 
from the animals, improvements, 
the material of which is mainly 
furnished by Bryan, making ap­ 
proximately in 
round 
numbers 
$500,000 spent every two years by 
the college, its professors, students 
and hired help. 
Now this leaves 
out the visitors who come and 
;!-pend money with us, the farmers’ 
in g ress and the prestige and good 
name Bryan gets abroad by reason 
of its being the location of said 
institution. 
Take Allen Academy, only about 
four years old, with an average at- 
tendanc9 of IOO students which, 
according to the statement of Prof. 


I J. H. Allen, said that his boys 
{spend on an average of $35 per 
month, including board, tuition, 
etc., making a monthly expense 
account of $3500, or the sum of 
$31,500 for the entire session. All 
of this money is spent right here 
in Bryan. This school cost the 
people of Bryan almost nothing to 
secure it, yet it has grown and de­ 
veloped so rapidly that we look at 
it in amazement. 
Besides enhan­ 
cing the value of real estate in that 
part of Bryan at least double, 
there has been and is now being 
spent at least $20,000 in perm a­ 
nent improvements. 
This echool 
will have not less than 150 stu­ 
dents next session. 
The UrBuline 
Convent has made an investment 
of $65,000, one of the most beauti­ 
ful of its kind in the state, and has 
about fifty students whom we sup­ 
pose spend at least as much per 
pupil as the other schools. 
This 
school spends not less than $2000 
per month in Bryan for running 
expenses, or $18,000 per annum, 
with every prospect of an increase 
in > patronage next session. 
And 
last but by no means least, the A. 
and C. Institute with a small be­ 
ginning, and with rather a small 
denominational following, is de­ 
veloping strength and energy ev­ 
ery day, and will begin next ses­ 
sion with at least fifty boarding 
students, besides local patronage. 
This school will carry about the 
same expense account per capita as 
the others. 
Our graded 
school 
with 500 pupils stands among the 
best in the state. 
The parents of 
many of these pupils have been 
induced to move to Bryan and lo­ 
cate with us for the purpose of ed­ 
ucating their children. 
The proposed B aptist College 
expects to s ta rt w ith at least IOO 
young ladies. 
T his school will 
have the backing and patronage 
of the g reat B aptist denom ina 


tion of Texas, and w ithin Jless 
than five years we expect to 
havp not less than JKK) girls in 
the school. 
This school, if loca­ 
ted in Bryan, will be am ong us, 
and every dollar paid will be a 
benefit Id the town, 
Now to estim ate accurately in 
dollars and cents how much all 
of this will be w orth no man can 
say, but the opportunity is offer­ 
ed Bryan to do a great thing, 
and to secure this school if she 
wants it. 
The only tru e esti­ 
mate that we can make is by 
comparison with some of our 
near sister cities. 
I t is a com ­ 
mon saying that B ryan is the 
best town 
between 
Houston 
and Corsicana and some say be­ 
tween Houston and Dallas. 
How 
can this be when towns so near 
us have as much trade te rrito ­ 
ry as we have and are not p ros­ 
pering? T here is but one an­ 
sw er—our schools. 
Bryan is losing te rrito ry and 
it behooves us to b estir o u r­ 
selves and make un for the trade 
territo ry we have lost, and will 
lose in the near future. 
W ithin 
a few m onths the T rinity and 
Brazos Valley railroad will run 
ju st across the Navasota river 
east of us. 
It seem s to us that 
the only way B ryan can over 
come these difficulties is to de­ 
velop our own resources, hence 
we cite the schools mentioned 
above as we are presum ed to 
know from whence we get our 
benefits. 
This B aptist College will build 
up our town and h u rt no one, 
but every one will derive either j 
directly or indirectly a benefit 
from it. 
W ith the sp irit of har 
mony and good will expressed at 
a form er m eeting of our citizens, 
we have every reason to believe 
th at together we can make this 
a grand succes. 
O ur schools 
can 
all 
be 
m utually 
helped. 
There is no reason for antagon­ 
ism. 
T here is enough territo ry 
and m aterial within the IOO miles 
or m ore territo ry surrounding 
us to fill every school full to oyer 
flowing. 
We will close with this: 
Com­ 
pare Sherm an, called th e“A th e n s; 
of T exas”, Beltou, the home of. 
Baylor Fem ale 
College, 
that 
great B aptist m other institution 
th at has done m ore good for 
Texas than any other fact for 
good in the state, aud last that 
queen city of the Brazoo, Waco, 
which 
you cannot disassociate 
from the nam e of Baylor U niver­ 
sity, w ith other places not so 
well favored w ith schools. 
W hat 
would 
A ustin be w ithout her 
S tate U niversity? 
W hat 
will 
B ryan 
be if she neglects her 
g reat opportunity presented at 
this tim e to secure this great 
B ap tist Fem ale 
College. 
This 
college 
will com plete B ry an ’s 
curriculum for the education of 
boys and girls, the young men 
and the young women of Texas. 
They need go no fu rth er. B ryan 
can furnish all th at will be need­ 
ed along educational lines.

Difference Paying Out and 


Taking In. 


Weatherford, 0 T , .lune 20 — 
During the past two weeks we have 


been trying to lay-by our corn. 
The corn crop is fine. 
We have 
had good rains this spring. Wheat 
is fairly good and we will begin *o 
harvest in about ten days. 
Mr. Eagle, I wish you would 
send about a 
car 
load 
of good 
cheap Texas hands up here to help 
us through harvest 
These north 
em ducks won’t talk to us for less 
than $ 1 .50 per day. or $'2.50 to 
$3.00 for themselves and teams. 
These wages seem high to me this 
season. 
Last season I raised no 
wheat, but worked for $3 OO a day, 
and I did not think I received too 
much wages. 
This vt ar, however,

Inspected prior to .the 
passing of the train. 
It was a trag ic coincidence o f th* 
wreck that It should happen close to the 
summer home of H orace Andrews, the 
president 
of 
the 
Cleveland E lectric 
R ailw ay com pany, and that one of the 
fatally Injured passengers should be his 
lifelong friend and bosom companion, 
C. H W ellman. 
W ellm an knew that be 
w as near the house of his friend- When 
he had been carried to a place of sa fe ­ 
ty his first words w. re a feeble call 
for Mr. Andrews. 
Bystanders learned of the wish of the 
supposedly dying man and a shout went 
up for the man he wanted to see. 
Mi 
Andrews had hurried to the scene of 
the catastrophe as soon as he learned 
of It and he was led to the spot where 
W ellman lay In his agony. 
K neeling by 
the side of the sufferer, Andrews spoke 
a few words of com fort. 
"Come nearer," whispered W ellm an. 
H is friend baned close to the Injured 
m an 
‘T m terribly hurt, Horace. 
Yes. 
I’m dying. 
I’m terribly scalded and I 
won’t live; I know that. 
So I want you 
to take this m essage to my w ife.” 
Mr. Andrews leaned still closer so 
th at the m essage was whispered 
in 
his ear. 
D octors, nurses and bystand ­ 
ers unconsciously turned aw ay for a 
m oment while the last tender words 
were uttered. 
A fter that Mr. W ellm an rallied and 
asked 
after his partner, Thom as 
R. 
Morgan, who was 
with him on 
the 
train. 
He was told that M organ still 
lived. 
"T han k God for th at," he murmured. 
“Oh. I hope Tom will live."

Injured were 
placed aboard the relief train and hu r­ 
ried to Cleveland, Mr. W ellm an among 
the rest. 
The scene follow ing the wreck was 
one that beggars description. The night 
was dark save for the light from the 
blazing w reck of the coach that was 
crushed and splintered on top of the 
engine. 
Men swarm ed about it, com ­ 
batting the flam es w ith the means at 
hand, groping their way through 
the 
blinding, scalding steam that rose in 
clouds hunting for the Injured, w hos* 
piteous cries were such as chilled the 
hearts of those who heard them . 
The 
m eans for fighting the flam es were en ­ 
tirely inadequate, but the zeal of the 
rescuers w rought great things for the 
first few m inutes. 
It was known that 
a num ber of injured were helpless In 
the w reck, but though the work was 
done w ith fran tic haste and without re­ 
gard to danger, the flames grad ually 
drove the rescuers back and after ten 
m inutes of aw ful battle the rescuers 
w ere driven 
aw ay from the blazing 
com bination coach and the Imprisoned 
passengers were Incinerated.

all their help the fire burnt d until after 
midnight. 
According to a statem ent made at the 
headquarters of the Lake Shore ra il­ 
road here, the num ber of dead Is nine­ 
teen.
